s they accounted, 
here, for “Porpedo 
scow, the Soviet club 
h toured Australia in 
larch 1965. 
Gardiff caused a further 
sensation when they held 
Uwe Seeler’s Hamburger 


SV to a 1-1 draw at Ham- 
burg in the first leg of the 
semifinals. 

In the return match, how- 
ever, the West Germans won 
3-2, scoring the winning 
goal in the dying seconds 
before a stunned crowd of 
50,000 at INintan Park, Car- 
diff City’s home ground.

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PLEASE GET OFF THE 
POOR PLAYER'S BACK 


Can you tell me why it is that the player 
must always be made the scapegoat for the ills 
of soccer? 

I refer to a report ap- 


peating in a prominent 
evening paper under the 
headline “Six put on a 
bond.” 

First, let me say no one 
deplores uproar, or worse, 
which occurs from time to 
time at our soccer grounds 
more than I. 

Many of our players are 
not little angels. 

I do not think the par- 
ticipants of any sport could 
be classified as such, but 
surely it is going beyond 
the mark to say that the 
playets referred to were 
“hauled before the NSW 
executive (of the Soccer 
Federation) for inciting 
spectators to misbehave.” 
(Due to faulty composition 
this last word was not fully 
printed in my edition of the 
paper, nor do I know if any 
more was added). 

This to my mind is a very 
serious charge which would 
warrant police action. 

Ais it is a Federation rule 
that police be present on 
seccer grounds, it would 
seem reasonable to presume 
that they were present at 
some, if not all the fixtures 
at which the named players 
took part. 

I have not read or heard 
of any of them being arres- 
ted or charged with the 
conduct reported. ae 

I suppose from this, it 
would be logical to assume 
thet no such incitement did 
in fact take place. 

That they were “booked” 
by the referee for dissenting 
from his decisions (presum- 
ably) is another matter, and 
I am sure that the Federa- 
tion would have dealt with 
that as it is empowered to 
do under the laws of soccer. 

If newspaper reports are 
correct and referees were 
to site players in the terms 
reported I feel they would 
lay themselves very open to 
action under libel laws. 

I may add that I have 
held a referee’s ticket in the 
past, but were I now active 
I would think twice before 
making such a report, and 
then I would not make it. 

If police present at a 
football match do not think 
they have sufficient evidence 
to proceed against an in- 
dividual, what hope would 
I, a layman, have in those 
circumstances? 

Please Mr. Editor, could 
you do somethings to get 
people off the poor player’s 
back? : 

Most of them are playing 
the game because they like 
it, some because they can 
pick up a little extra money 
to keep body and soul 
together. 

Whatever their +eason 
for playing, I feel sure 
neither category would do 
anything to bring the game 
into disrepute.

LONDON, Monday — So this is what the European Cup is all about! Im- 
mense tension, two superbly equipped teams but enough vicious fouls to turn Lamb- 
ert or Wentworth Park into a bloody battlefield. 


In the first half referee 
Lo Bello of Italy awarded 
34 freekicks, only two for 
handling, and wasn’t even 
too severe. 

The main preoccupation 
of Cruz and Humberto was 
chopping down Best while 
Stiles, with an innocent grin, 
did the same to Eusebio. 

Things improved in the

FOUR-WAY BATTLE 
RAGES IN DIVISION Il

With the first round of the competition 
completed, and the run into the straight just 
about to commence, which Second Division club 
is likely to play in First Division next season? 


This is the question 
which is being repeatedly 
asked amongst Second Div- 
ision club officials, especi- 
ally by those who are still 
within reach of promotion. 

Until «two weeks ago, 
Bankstown seemed to have 
a slight edge in the promo- 
tion stakes, but their defeat 
against Western Suburbs 
has thrown the doors wide 
open and rekindled the 
flame which was slowly fad- 
ing out of sight for some 
clubs. i 

At this stage, it seems 
very likely that the battle 
for the coveted prize is 
going to be fought four 
ways between Bankstown, 
Auburn, Sutherland and 
Western Suburbs, with the 
eventual winner harder to 
forecast than ever betore. 

However, the struggle 
may shift, as the 1968 com- 
petition is undoubtedly one 
of the toughest for years, 
and the end result may not 
be decided until the final 
round, 

It may be said that al- 
though the crowds at 
Second Division games are 
still disappointing, stand- 
ards have improved sub- 
stantially and at times the 
thrills and excitement in 


these matches favorably 
compare with the First 
Division. 


Nevertheless, the four 
coaches in the forefront, 
Stiffle of Bankstown, Now- 
acki of Auburn, Hiron of 
Sutherland and Marston of 
Wests, all would be expected 
to make a big effort to 
improve their sides further 
to make the battle for pro- 


rjmotion that mtich harder. 


It’s a fair bet that their 
fingers will be crossed and 
recrossed many times as 
their sides’ fortunes fluctu- 
ate right to the end. 

Sutherland’s and Wests’ 
sides must improve substan- 
tially to keep up with 
Bankstown and Auburn. 


Both are playing well but 
can't afford to lose many 
more points. 

All four leading clubs 
have sound administrations 
and all are backed by social 
clubs. 

However, none could be 
said to have spent a fortune 
on players for the purpose 
of winning promotion. 

Only Wests, have made 
some sort of an effort to 
bring new blood to streng- 
then the side, but even this 
was limited and cautiously 
selective, with the result that 
the nucleus of the present 
team is still essentially com- 
posed from players of last 
year with two exceptions 

In depth, Bankstown and 
Auburn seem to be the best 
positioned as both have 
fostered for years the junior 
associations in their district. 


Three-year plans 
Wests and Sutherland 


are also engaged and much 
involved in this aspect, but 
their work has not yet 
reached the stage ot fruition 
as in the case of Bankstown 
and Auburn. 

An amusing sideline of 
the current situation is that 
Bankstown, Sutherland and 
Western Suburbs all were 
supposed to have three-year 
plans which they considered 
essential to prepare them- 
selves fer First Division, 
and none were due for fruit- 
ion this season. 

Auburn, on the other 
hand, after the big drop 
last season, confessed that 
1968 would be their year of 
consolidation, and had no 


ambitions for a quick return 


to First Division status. 
However, that’s how the 
ball bounces and despite the 
ifs and buts all four clubs 
are in the thin and thick 
of it and the struggle is 
bound to intensify ten-fold 
before the battle-scared 
winner is pronounced. 


EASTERN GRUNT 


The fcllowing are ex- 
cerpts from an article which 
appeared in the recent 
issue of the ‘Eastern 
Awakener” a non-official 
junior journal distributed 
in the Eastern Suburbs As- 
sociation. 

Because of the strong 
views expressed, we feel it 
will interest our readers, 
even those with only a pas- 
sing interest in junior 
soccer. 

“What are the senior 
Eastern Suburbs clubs doing 
for soccer? 

“Nothing. Why? 

“The lack of promotion 
by the big boys, the Eastern 
Suburbs teams of Prague, 
Hakoah and Pan Hellenic 
who don’t give a crumb to 
our Association, has resulted 
in that our local association 
hasn’t got two brass farth- 
ings to rub together. 

“Our representative teams 
need new equipment, but 
we still have to struggle on 
and make do with what we 
have.

“Our Eastern Suburbs 
should be tops in the rep- 
resentative junior field in- 
stead of just a poor relation. 

“If the big boys won’t 
help us, then I suggest some 
of our junior teams should 
refuse to carry their names. 

“Let’s co-operate, scrub 
them altogether, and get 
back to local district names. 

“Let’s make an issue of 
it. Let’s see if we can shame 
our senior Federation Hast- 
ern Suburbs clubs into pro- 
moting the game. 

“I’m sure that if we blast 
them all this season through 
letters to this paper, the 
editor will pick the best and 
send them on to ‘Soccer 
World” and other publica- 
tiohs. 

“Then we may get some 
action next season,”
